At a meeting of representatives of the lines of railroads 
and steamboats, between Boston and Chicago and Cincin- 
nati, and between New York and Chicago and Cincinnati, 
held at Buffalo, October 25th, 1854, the following roads 
and steamboat lines were represented, to wit : Boston and 
Worcester by George Williams, Jr., Agent of B. and W. 
and Western Eailroad Massachusetts ; Western Eailroad 
Massachusetts, by Hiram Gray, Superintendent ; New York 
Central Eailroad, by 0. Vibbard, General Superintendent, 
Dean Eichmond, Vice President, S. Drullard, General 
Freight Agent, and Carlos Dutton, H. W. Chittenden, G. 
E. Burroughs, Assistant Superintendents ; New York and 
Erie Eailroad, by Homer Bamsdell, President, D. C. 
McCallum, General Superintendent, Sam. Brown, General 
Freight Agent, B. F. Smith, General Western Agent, and 
S. Pease, Agent, Cleveland ;♦ Peoples' Line of Steamboats,

On motion, 0. 0. Dennis, was appointed Chairman, and 
Sam. Bkown, was appointed Secretary. 

On motion of C. Vibbard, the Chair appointed C. Vib- 
bard, D. C. McCallum. C. C. Dennis, L. Tilton, Henry 
Martin, E. B. Phillips, James Moore, C. J. Brydges, J. Gr. 
Keed, C. Wadsworth, W. W. Wallace, Henry Gray, George 
Williams, Jr., and G. H. Burroughs, a committee to report 
the proper business for the action of this meeting. 

On motion of C. J. Brydges, 

Resolved, That uniform rates for fare and freight between Buffalo and 
Chicago, and Niagara Falls and Chicago, be charged over each of the lines, 
viz . , the North Shore Line, and the South Shore Line. Said rates for fare and 
freight to be altered only by general agreement, and until otherwise agreed 
the present rates be continued, except that on and after the 13th of Novem- 
ber next thirteen dollars shall be charged for first class passengers, and six 
dollars shall be charged for emigrant passengers, and that no second class 
price shall be made. 

Resolved, That after the 13th of November next each first class passenger 
shall be allowed only eighty pounds of personal baggage, and all extra bag- 
gage shall be charged for at the rate of one dollar and fifty cents per 100 lbs. 
between Buffalo, Dunkirk, Suspension Bridge, and Chicago. 

On motion of C. J. Brydges, 

Resolved, That on and after December 1st, 1854, the sale and issue of 
tickets, by outside offices, be abolished, and that the employment of runners 
and solicitors for passengers be discontinued entirely, and also that no com- 
missions for procuring passengers shall.be paid (either directly or indirectly) 
by any of the companies represented at this meeting. 

Resolved, That no office for the sale of tickets be allowed, other than the 
ticket offices at the depots of the several companies, except at Buffalo, 
St. Louis, Chicago, New York, Rochester and Boston. 

On motion of C. Vibbard, 

Resolved, That each company get up coupon tickets for sale in its several 
ticket offices, at their depots and places above excepted ; such tickets to be 
signed by an officer of the road selling them. 

Resolved, That a uniform system of coupon tickets and reports be estab- 
lished and adopted by all the companies represented at this meeting, and 
that all coupon tickets be dated and countersigned, or stamped, when sold. 

On motion of E.'B. Phillips, 

Resolved, That each company selling coupon tickets shall report directly to 



the several companies composing the lines over which the tickets are sold, 
and that settlements for such ticket sales be made directly with them. 

On motion of Isaac Newton, 

Resolved, That the question of the sale of Emigrant tickets be referred to a 
committee to be appointed by the chairman, who shall report to this meeting 
a suitable plan for conducting the same. 

The Chairman appointed Isaac Newton, 0. Vibbard, D. 
0. McCallum, 0. J. Brydges, and James Wadsworth, such 
Committee. 

On motion of C. Vibbard, 

Resolved, That no free pass will hereafter be issued or renewed to any 
shipper or forwarder of freight as such. 

Resolved, That from and after the first day of November next, no return 
pass will be issued to any owner or driver of stock, nor will any such owner 
or driver be passed free on any train other than that which conveys his stock. 

On motion of James Moore, 

Resolved, That this meeting recommend the Boards of Directors of the sev- 
eral companies here represented, to adopt the following Resolutions in rela- 
tion to free passes, viz : 

1st. That no annual or general pass shall be given by the companies they 
represent, except to the Presidents and Superintendents of lines with which 
they. have ticketing arrangements. 

2d. That no letter of introduction or certificate shall be given to any 
employee or other person, recommending him to the courtesy of a free pass 
over any Railroad. 

3d. That hereafter the half fare passes heretofore extended to clergymen 
be discontinued. 

Isaac Newton, of the Committee to whom "the sale of 
emigrant tickets" was referred, reported the following pre- 
amble and resolutions, which were adopted, viz. :, 

That the frequent impositions and extortions practiced upon the unin- 
formed and unwary traveler by Runners and Bookers (so called) acting under 
the sanction and by license of law, demand of the carriers all such efforts and 
influence as may be in their power to abate the evils (too rapidly increasing) 
and for the purpose of meeting and abating these evils so far as may be prac- 
ticable, and ensure the conveyance of such travelers at regular and moderate 
established rates, this meeting adopt the following Resolutions : 

1st. That the New York, and Erie, and the New York Central Railroad ' 
Companies with their connections and branches, will make such arrange- 
ments, and adopt such plans, as shall ensure to all passengers and their 
luggage (or baggage) transit over their respective lines, at moderate and 
uniform rates, and over all lines with which they connect, at rates which such 
lines may establish from time to time, ** 
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2d. That all passengers ticketed, or baggage engaged in the cities of New 
York and Boston or elsewhere, to go to places west or south of Buffalo, 
Dunkirk or Suspension Bridge, by the aforementioned companies, shall be 
consigned and directed either to the Lake Shore, Buffalo and Brantford, or 
Great Western Railroads, or to the steamboats belonging to or controlled by 
the New York Central, New York and Erie, Michigan Southern, Michigan 
Central, Cleveland, Columbus and Cincinnati, Cleveland and Toledo, or the 
Mad River and Lake Erie Railroad Companies. 

; 3d. That the Buffalo and Erie, Buffalo and Brantford, Great Western, 
Cleveland, Columbus and Cincinnati, Mad River and Lake Erie, Cleveland 
and Toledo, Michigan Southern and Michigan Central Railroads, or the 
boats owned or controlled by them, connecting from Dunkirk, Cleveland, 
Sandusky, Toledo, Monroe or Detroit," will not take or receive any ticket or 
order from any company or person whatever other than those issued by the 
New York Central, New York and Erie, or the Western Railroad Company 
of Massachusetts, and so far as may be in their power will discountenance 
and discourage all efforts of runners and bookers or others, from the booking 
or pre-engagement of such passengers and their luggage or baggage. 

4th. That for the purposes before stated, the fare on emigrant and other 
low fare passengers from New York and Boston to Chicago shall be $11, and 
their baggage $2 50 per 100 pounds ; and the fare from New York and 
Boston to Cincinnati on such passengers shall be $10, and their luggage or 
baggage shall be $2 25 per 100 pounds, of which the New York Central and 
the New York and Erie Railroad companies shall receive five-elevenths for 
each passenger, and five-elevenths per 100 pounds on luggage to Chicago, and 
five-tenths for each passenger and 100 pounds of baggage or luggage to Cin- 
cinnati. To the New York Central and the New York and Erie Railroad com- 
panies there shall be allowed, before the above-named division, ten per cent 
to meet the large expenses necessary to procure and ticket such passengers 
and their luggage or baggage ; and that under this arrangement 50 pounds 
of baggage or luggage only shall be allowed to go free to each passenger, 
and the amount received for fare, the amount received per 100 pounds for their 
baggage or luggage, the weight of the same, and the total amount received 
for said baggage or luggage shall be entered on all tickets issued to such 
passengers. The prices named above for fare on emigrant passengers and 
their luggage between New York and Boston, and Cincinnati and Chicago, 
shall be the standard of rates between New York and Boston and all places 
on the lines of the several roads here represented ; and the amount of fare 
and commissions allowed to the New York Central and the New York and 
Erie Railroad companies shall be the same as on passengers to Chicago and 
Cincinnati. 

5th. That no runner, booker or others shall be employed, nor any induce- 
ment held out to or offered to any person in Canada or elsewhere to influence 
emigrant or other low fare passengers who may be in or coming from Canada 
to go West, to take any particular route from Suspension Bridge, Dunkirk, 
or Buffalo, except by special agreement between the lines interested in such 
conveyance from the places above named. 



6th. That in consideration of the many impositions practiced upon the 
ignorant and uninformed of our citizens, and more particularly on strangers, 
that it is the deliberate conviction of the representatives at this meeting that 
it is the imperative duty of the Legislatures of the states of New York and 
Massachusetts to throw the shield of their authority and power over such 
travelers, to protect them from the extortions and deceptions now so fre- 
quently practiced upon them j and that in the opinion of the members of this 
meeting, no remedy would so effectually prevent the frauds referred to, as 
the abolition of all laws 'licensing flunmrs or Bookers, and the enactment of a 
law making it finable for the first, and penal for the second offence, for any 
company or person to ask, demand, or receive, any greater rate of fare for the 
conveyance of persons, or greater rate of freight for baggage or luggage than 
the rate which may be established by the lines by which such passengers or 
their baggage may be conveyed. 

7th. That each member of this meeting will use all honorable means to 
induce the Legislatures before mentioned, to make such enactments as to 
place it out of the power of the designing to impose on such passengers j and 
that the several companies here represented memorialize the said Legisla- 
tures in their corporate capacities to the same effect, and so far as may be 
possible to induce the authorities of our cities and villages to use their influ- 
ence with the proper Representatives for the accomplishment of the desired 
object. 

On motion of E. B. Phillips, 

Resolved, That no emigrant tickets, other than those agreed upon in the 
foregoing resolutions, shall be received by any of the companies here repre- 
sented, on or after January 1, 1855. 

On motion of C. J. Brydges, 

Resolved, That the emigrant business between Boston, New York, and 
Chicago, shall be divided equally between the North and South Shore Lines ; 

Resolved, That the fare for first class passengers be twenty-two dollars, and 
the fare for emigrant passengers be eleven dollars between New York and 
Chicago. 

On motion of Isaac Newton, 

Resolved, That the classification of freight agreed upon at the meeting of 
the Superintendents of the New York Central, New York and Erie, Pennsyl- 
vania Central, and the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, held at New York on 
the 26th day of September, 1854, be adopted by this meeting, which is as 
follows, viz.:

RAILROAD MEETING. 



At a meeting of Bepresentatives of the South Shore, and 
North Shore lines between Buffalo and Chicago, held at 
Buffalo, September 19th, 1854, the following Boads were 
represented, to wit : Northern Indiana and Michigan South- 
ern, by James Moore, Superintendent ; Cleveland and 
Toledo, by Messrs. Henry Martin, President, and E. B. 
Phillips, Superintendent ; Cleveland and Erie, by L. Tilton, 
Superintendent, and Chas. Hickox ; State Line, by 0. C. 
Dennis, Superintendent ; Michigan Central, by B. N. Bice, 
Superintendent, and C. G. Hammond, General Agent, 
Chicago ; Great Western Bailway, by W. K. Muir, Traffic 
Superintendent, and Julius Movins, General Agent, Buffalo. 

On motion, L. Tilton was appointed Chairman, and C. 
G. Hammond, Secretary. 

On motion, the following Besolutions were adopted : 

1st. Resolved, That all outside offices of the lines here represented be 
abolished, except at St. Louis, Chicago, Buffalo, New York City, and 
Rochester : and that no commission or compensation for the sale of tickets 
be paid, either directly or indirectly ; neither shall any abatement, commis- 
sion or drawback be given or allowed to any individual or company for 
freight or passenger traffic. 

2d. Resolved, That the employment of runners or solicitors for freight or 
passengers be discontinued, and that the number of porters, baggagemen 
and outside employees at the places above named, be agreed upon by the 
different general agents of each of the roads and lines interested. 

3d. Resolved, That uniform rates of fare and freight between Buffalo and 
Chicago, and Niagara Falls and Chicago, be charged over each of the lines, 
that is, the north shore and south shore routes, to be altered only by general 
agreement ; and until otherwise agreed, the present rates be continued, ex- 
cept that passenger fare shall be advanced on and after the 1st of October 
next, one dollar ($1) on first and second class travel upon both steamboat 
and railroad lines. 
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4th. Resolved, That a uniform classification of through freight be adopted, 
and that R. N. Rice, E. B. Phillips and W. K. Muir, be a committee to pre- 
pare such classification, and present at a future meeting. 

5th. Resolved, That hereafter no annual or general passes be given by the 
roads we represent, except to the Presidents and Superintendents of lines 
with which we have ticketing arrangements. 

6th. Resolved, That no letter of introduction or certificate shall be given 
to any employee or other person recommending him to the courtesy of a 
free pass over any railroad. 

7th. Resolved, That hereafter the half-fare passes heretofore extended to 
Clergymen be discontinued, except to those actually residing upon the lines 
of our respective roads, and having ecclesiastical charges on such lines. 

8th. Resolved, That Nebraska passengers, in lots of fifty or more, shall be 
entitled to a deduction of 25 per cent from first class fare, with 100 pounds 
baggage each, and extra baggage shall be charged at the rate of $1,50 per 
100 pounds. This last provision shall apply to extra baggage of all passen- 
gers, of any class, by Railroad. Extra baggage by Steamboat and passen- 
ger trains to be charged $1 per 100 lbs. 

9th. Resolved, That the price received for emigrant passengers is entirely 
inadequate; and in the opinion of this meeting, the evil arises chiefly from 
the fact that the Eastern Roads and Steamboat companies have placed this 
business in the hands of parties who are neither directly or indirectly inter- 
ested in the prosperity of their or connecting lines ; and this meeting propose 
that this business shall be conducted by the Railroad companies alone, and 
proper coupon tickets issued, and that a committee be nominated to confer 
with the representatives of such Eastern Roads and Steamers, with the view 
of securing a remedy of this evil, on or before the first of December next \ 
and in case a remedy is not effected by that time, a time shall be named at a 
future meeting, after which we will not receive consigned tickets, and when 
we shall insist upon an adequate price or refuse the service. 

Chair appointed, under last resolution, John M. Forbes, 
President Michigan Central Kailroad, and John B. Jervis, 
President Michigan Southern and Northern Indiana Bailroad. 

10th. Resolved, That the above resolutions shall take effect as follows, to 
wit : at Buffalo the number of runners and baggagemen shall be reduced to 
ten for each line, meaning north shore and south shore lines respectively ; 
and at all other places not excepted in these resolutions, the number of men 
shall be reduced to one by the first day of October next ; and no more shall 
be employed in any place not now occupied ; and each line may be entitled 
to two traveling agents or posters for the State of New York, and one for 
each of the New England States and Pennsylvania. And in all other respects 
not excepted in this resolution, and not otherwise provided, this agreement 
shall take effect on the first day of December next. Traveling agents and 
posters herein named shall not be permitted to solicit passengers. 

11th. Resolved, That should either company have cause to suspect any 
breach of these resolutions, the company so suspected of offending shall 
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afford every assistance by producing reports, books, or otherwise, for the 
purpose of haying the case fully investigated j and any employee found vio- 
lating any of these resolutions shall be dismissed from the service of his 
company. 

12th, Resolvedy That should either company feel dissatisfied with, or feel 
any inclination to withdraw from this agreement, intimation by letter shall 
be given to each of the undersigned, and a meeting called for the purpose of 
discussing such grievances, &c., and no company shall be at liberty to with- 
draw from this agreement without giving one month's notice.
